And We do therefozeby this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation ſtreightly Charge and Command all 
eſuits, and all Engliſh, Jrill), and Scottilh Pꝛieſts, and all others who have taken Oꝛders 
rom the See of Rome, 02 by the Authoꝛity oꝛ pꝛetended Authoꝛity thereof, who are not under any 
Reſtraint by Pmpziſonment, other then luch as by Contract ok Marriage are to Attend the Per⸗ 
ſon of Our Deareſt Conloꝛt the Queen, oz by the Laws of Nations are to Attend Fozein Am⸗ 
baſſadozs ; That they do befoze the Firſt day of May next, Depart out of this Our Kingdom of 
England, and Dominion of Wales, upon pain of having the Penalties of the Laws and Statutes 
of this Dur Realm Inflicted upon them : And koꝛ their better means to Depart accozdingly, We 
do hereby Declare and Publiſh Our further Will and Pleaſure, That if at any time befoze the 
ſaid Firſt day of May, they oꝛ any of them (hall Reſozt to any Pozt-Tqwn of Our (ais 


in this Our Realm, vet unknown to Us, We do Will and Command all Sheriffs, 


Nr Wales, ane Declare himte 0 the Magiſtrate 0 be | dwn, 02 
ic Port, that he is a Pꝛieſt, and that he is there to take Shipping koz his 
allage, they (all ſuffer him oꝛ them quietly to Depart, and (hall ſee them Shipt and ſent away 
koꝛ Fozein Parts, and givethem their Furtherance fo2 their Departure. And to the end this 
Dur Pꝛoclamation may be the better Obſerved aud Dbeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and 
Command all Dur Tieutenants, Deputy-lieutenants , Commiſſioners, Juſtices of Peace, 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatloever, That they 
be Circumſpect and Uigilant each ofthem in their ſeberal Charges, from and after the ſaid Firſt 
day ok May next, in e and diſcovering all luch Jeſuits and Pzieſts as afozeſaid, as (hall 
pꝛelume to remain in this Our Kingdom ok England and Dominion of Wales, contrary ts Dur 
Laws, and Our Royal Pleaſure and Command herein Declared, that ſo the Laws. may be put 
in due Execution againſt them. 3 
And koꝛ the better Diſcovery of all others who are Popillz Recuſants, oz juſtly ſuſpected to be 
ſo, We do allo further Require, Charge, and Command, That all Our Judges, Barons of Our 
— 2 Jultices of Peace, and Miniſters ok Juſtice in their leveral places, do not onely Ob- 
ſerve Pur Mill and Pleaſure herein befoze exp2eſſed in all and every of the Pꝛemiſſes; But allo 
koꝛth with put all other Our Laws in due Execution againſt all Popiſh Recuſants, and ſuch as 
are lulpected to be lo, in oꝛder to their ſpeedy Conviction, and cauſe the ſaid Laws to be publichty 
given in e at all and every their Alliſes, Gaol-deliveries, and Muarter-ſeſſions reſpectively, 
and then and there take oꝛder that ſuch Popilh Recuſants, oz perſons ſuſpected to be ſo , may be 
ſpeedily Pꝛelented, Pudicted, and Convicted accoꝛding to Law, and that due Pꝛocels of Law may 
from time to time be Þſſued out upon ſuch Convictions, 
And Me do hereby Declare, That the Names of ſuch Pꝛieſts who do Attend the Perſon of 
Dur Deareſt Conſozt the Queen: ſhall be ſet down under Her G2eat Seal, and ( ignifica- 
tion Enrolled in the Court of Kings-Bench: And becauſe there may be ſome Pꝛieſts iſoned

and Keepers of Pꝛiſons, within Twenty days after publication of this Dur P2oclamation, to 
Advertiſe Dur P2ivy-countcil, oꝛ ſome of them, of the Names of all luch Pꝛieſts that are in their 
Cuftody, and by whom, and foꝛ what Cauſe they were Committed, to the End that thereupon 
We may give Oꝛder foz their Tranſpoztation , as the Caſe ſhall require.
